The Committee has a plan to present to the Coral Gables City 
Commission on May 8th, 1984.for the restoration of the cemetery. 

The Committee intends that the cemetery will be hammock-like in 
appearance, reducing to a minimum the need for future maintenance. 

There will be no sodding or formal flower beds. 

The Committee asks for permission to leading the property and 

to plant native plants in the place of the undesirable ones removed. 

This will be under the direction of Committee members, Oby Bonawit 
and Susan Redding. 

The Coral Gables DAR Chapter has agreed to match state funds on 
a Florida State Historic Marker which will relate the history of 
Pinewood Cemetery. 

When funds from donations are available, the Committee would like 
to erect a marker with the names of the 8.4 people known to be buried 
there, with additional spaces for names that might be documented later. 

The original fencing on the east side is to be repaired and extended 
on the north and south to the proper survey lines. Coral rock 
boulders, donated by Marks Brothers Construction Company, and plant¬ 
ings are to be placed along the property line on Erwin Road. 

Many organizations in the area have expressed support of the restor¬ 
ation and have offered assistance once the restoration has been started, i 
Among these are various DAR Chapters, Fairchild Gardens, Tropicad 
Audubon Society, Cocoplum Women's Club, ?nd r° + ri
